TO PROHIBIT COMBINATIONS. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Senator 
Morgan of Alabama has introduced a 
joint resolution to prohibit combina- 
tions between qorporations and to con- 
trol interstate commerce and transpor- 
tation. The resolution is as follows: 

“That any contract agreement or 
combination between two or more cor- 
porations, which has for its purpose 
the control of the price of anything 
which is the subject of or enters into 
interstate commerce, so as to increase 
the same at any place or locality in 
the United States, or to discriminate 
in favor of or against any mass of 
dealers, traders or consumers of such 
articles within the United States, is 
contrary to the public policy of the 
United States, and every such contract, 
agreement or combination is illegal and 
prohibited. 

“Any person, being a member of a 
corporation, or acting as its agent, offi- 
cer or employé, who enters into any 
such contract, agreement or combina- 
tion, or knowingly assists in the exe- 
cution or performance thereof, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor and is liable 
to prosecution for such offense, on in- 
formation or by indictment, in the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States, and 
for the district in which the offense is 
committed. And on conviction thereof, 
such person shall be fined in a sum not 
less than $100 and not to exceed $506, 
and also be imprisoned for a term in 
the discretion of the court, in which 
such conviction is had, for not less 
than one month, and not longer than 
two years.” 

Senator Morgan gave notice of his in- 
tention to address the Senate on the 
resolution at a later date. 

CHANGING THE TERMS. 
P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—In the Sen- 
ate today, Senator Hoar of Massachu- 
setts offered a joint resolution provid- 
ing for the submission to the State 
Legislatures of a constitutional amend- 
ment providing that the terms of the 
President of the United States and of 
the Fifty-sixth Congress shall not ex- 
pire until the last Wednesday in April, 
1901, and thereafter the terms of the 
President and Congress shall expire on 
the last Wednesday in April, instead of 
March 4. 

CARTER’S ACCOMPLICES WANTED

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Represen- 
tative Degrafenreid of Texas today in- 
troduced a resolution reciting the con- 
viction of Capt. O. M. Carter, U.S.A., 
by military court-martial of having 
misapplied $1,700,000, and his sentence 
to fine and imprisonment.

The 
monarchical trust company, though 
often quarreling among themselves, 
have always agreed on one thing, that 
a republic is a mistake.”’ 

After quoting extensively from Dan- 
iel Webster’s speeches in support of his 
position, Mr. Mason continued: 

“But we are told that England was 
our friend in the war with Spain. 
How? Her people were our friends be- 
cause her people are a Christian peo- 
ple; her government has never been 
our friend except for purposes of its 
own. I have no desire to twist the 
lion’s tail, but truth compels the state- 
ment. So far as our interests are con- 
cerned, for the last half century the 
government of England and the people 
of England have been divided. You 
remember 1861? The government did 
all it could to divide the Union, but 
the brave, starving weavers refused 
to resolve against us, saying they 
would starve before they would say a 
word for slavery. But even suppose 
she were today our best friend, are we 
to be silent and uphold a wrong in con- 
sideration of that friendship? We Re- 
publicans are charged with a secret 
alliance with England. It cannot be 
true, and the vote which this or a sim- 
ilar resolution receives will answer the 
charge.” 

Mr. Mason maintained that under the 
Monroe doctrine and on precedents pre- 
viously well established, the United 
States had the same right to extend its 
sympathy and hones for success to the 
Boers in their strugugle for liberty as 
it had to interfere with Spain in its 
conduct of affairs in Cuba. He urged 
that the interest of this country was 
aroused by the fact that the South 
African war was a struggle between 
democracy and royalty—between the 
divine right of kings and the divine 
ight of man. 
we should speak.’”’ he declared, 
“and speak quickly, it would sting 
the politicians who brought on the 
war for greed of gold and cheer the 
poor, brave Dutch defender of his 
home.” 

Mr. Mason contended that the ques- 
tion involved in the controversy be- 
tween Great Britain and the Trans- 
vaal prior to hostilities was simply one 
of supremacy in South Africa, ‘‘and 
I ask,” said he, ‘in common Justice 
what right has Great Britain to be 
supreme in South Africa? 

“Tt is a fight to control South Africa, 
and the only way England eould do 


fit was to threaten, hulldoze, browbeat 


and interfere with the Dutchman, un-

LEADERS EXPLAIN DEFEAT. 
{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The follow- 
ing questions were asked by the New 
York World: 
“Why is there not a Democratic Gov- 

ernor in any Northern State?’ 

“Why is there not a Democratic Sen- 
ator from any Northern State?” 

“What is the cause of this?” 

“What is the remedy?” 

Senator Tillman of South Carolina 
says: ‘‘Upheavals in regard to finances 
of the country and the efforts of the 
Democratic party to press silver as an 
issue have been largely responsible for 
the present conditions. The free use of 
money,in northern elections has re- 
sulted in temporary reverses. It. will 
depend upon whether or not the north- 
ern constituencies shall continue sub- 
servient to money in elections’‘and the 
-misrepresentations of newspapers as a 
medium of @¢ducation ‘whether or’ not 
such a revolution shall come as will 
give the Democracy a _ hold in the 
North. I mentioned lavish use of 
money, and, incidentally the press, as 
I firmly believe these two things are 
the greatest factors in producing the 
existing conditions of legislators who 
were not elected: Democratic Senators 
and the absence of Governors who 
would respect these tenets. I would 
rather not regain power in furtherance 
of the classes against the masses of 
the people. If we are to become an 
annex to the Republican party and 
take up their policies and follow their 
schemes to the bénefit of the wealthy 
as against the people, I prefer to await 
the revolution which will return the 
Democracy to power.” 

Senator Berry of Arkansas says: “I 
believe one source of our weakness is 
that the Democratic party too fre- 
quently goes off on a tangent and takes 
the unpopular side of the controversy. 
It is not easy for a Democrat to sacri- 
fice a jot of principle to a great deal of 
success, and so it sometimes happens 
that our party is not as close to the 
pulse of the people as it might be. 
With the Republican party it is differ- 
ent., Take, for example, the currency 
pending. The Republicans 
now advoeate this gold-standard 
measure, not evenexceping the Presi- 
dent himself, were avowed silver men 
fifteen years ago.

Overstreet of Indiana, who is to be 
in charge of the measure on the floor, 
opened the general debate with a set 
speech. He said: 
“Mr. Speaker: This country presents 
the anomalous situation of being the 
absolute and unchallenged leader in al- 
most every field of advanced thought, 
whether in. science or literature: cer- 
tainly the most advanced in material 
development and the -control of trade; 
by far the superior in manufactures 
and growth of markets; and yet it is 
the field of great controversy upon 
the subject of a standard of value, and 
the proper medium of exchange. ~ 
“No nation has devoted more time 


to public discussion and legislative con- 


sideration of the question of finance 
than the United States. Notwith- 
Standing there have been occasions 
when serious doubt clouded the sun and 
produced grave fears lest the entire 
fabric of our monetary system might 
be seriously shaken, yet it is to the 
Breat credit of the: government that 
every dollar of our money in circulation 
is absolutely sound and unquestioned. 
This condition has led many people 
into the erroneous belief that there was 
no need for legislatiofi, and that the 
best the government could do would be 
Such people 
are not familiar with the question of 
the pledges of the government to main- 
tain the parity of our money, declar- 
ing by Congressional acts the honest 
purpose of the government to faith- 
fully and satisfactorily guarantee the 
full parity of all money in circulation. 
The present parity depends entirely 
upon such declarations and guarantees, 
but its maintenance and enforcement 
rest with the judgment or eaprice of 
the Secretary of-the Treasury, who, by 
a single order directing the use‘of sil- 
ver in the discharge of our obligations, 
may.completely destroy the parity and 
shift the standard to the metal so used, 
It seems far better to attempt a proper 
quest 
and permanent'statute, rather than de- 
pend upon occasional declarations by 
the government of its intention. It ‘4 
far better to end the matter by a pub- 
lic law, which shall be plain and un- 


_ equivocal, rather than rely upon pro- 


posals of what may or shall be honest 
at some future date, or leave so dan- 
gerous an option within the control of 
one man, whether he be the President 
or his financial adviser.” 

After describing the various kinds of 
money in use in the United States, Mr. 
Overstreet said: 

“The, history of government efforts 
to force legal-tender money into circu- 
lation, irrespective of its intrinsic 
value and without the government 
pledge, is a record of failures, without 
a single exception. Ali of the various 
kinds of money in. the United States 
are based upon a common standard of 
value,.in which each can be measured. 
The present standard of value in this 
country is gold, and has been so rec- 
ognized in practice for inore than half 
a century.” 

He then proceeded with an elaborate 
argument against a’ double standard 
and a general review of our monetary 


Jegislation. 


“The tremendous increase of silver 


coin under the operation of the laws 


of 1878 and 1890/’ he continued, “‘cre- 
ated a doubt as to the ability of the 
government to maintain the parity of 
all its money. Prior to 1873, when 
the gold standard was adopted, there 
had been issued by the government 
silver dollars. From 
February 12, 1878, when the recoinage 
of the silver dollar was anthorized, to 
November 1. 1893, when such coinage 
was discontinued, there were coined 
hy the government. 482.357.3768 silver 
dollars. Upon this last date there was 
not a silver dollar in circu'ation whose 
face value equal21 its intrinsic value. 
The difference between the intrinsic 
and face value was a government obli- 
gation so established by Congres- 
sional act. The ability of the govern- 
ment to bear this burden was never 
questioned. The mere money obliga- 
tion imposed by the law created no 
serious embarrassment. It was the 
principle involved, coupled with the 


’ repeated efforts by a very considerable 


number of the peonle of the country to 
establish absolute free. coinage of sil- 
ver, which shook public confidence 
and produced the fear that a change 
monetary standard would re- 
sult. 


“if the legal standard todav is the: 


gold standard under the act of 1873. a 
positive statute to that effect can do 
no harm. If, on the other hand, there 
{is any doubt it should be dispelled by 
a statute plain and clear in its terms. 

“When certainty shall take place of 
doubt, and integrity of our credit be 
as fixed as the honor of the. nation, 
the national debt can be readily re- 
funded at lower interest rates and 
future loans negotiated with ease 
upon better terms than ever before. 
The rapid development of American 
trade, and its vast expansion bringing 
our people into close relations with 
the leading nations of the world make 
it imperative that the standard of 


value in which settlements are made 


shall be the best known to the' highest 
civilization, and shal! safely apneal to 
intelligent and successful experience. 
Recent events, shaped by causes be- 
yond our control, bearing obligations 
which national honor requires shall 
be courageously discharged, apen new 
fields for American statesmanship. 
Channels of trade yet unknown to 
American enterprise and avenues of 
ecommerce vet to welcome. Aroerican 
products will suuely result. Such con- 
ditions emphasize the necessity for a 
standard of value which shal! remain 
firm throughout the vicissitudes of 
competitive trade.” 

After an elaborate exposition of the 
features of the bill and the method

of their operation which followed the 
line of his report on the measure here- 
tofore printed, Mr. Overstreet, said: 
“The proposition to allow national 
banks to issue circulation to the par 
value of the bonds deposited for théir 
security, is neither new nor partisan. 
It has been recommended by four 
Presidents and five Secretaries of the 
Treasury, and bills containing such pro- 
vision have been introduced in Con- 
gress and supported by members of 
both political parties. It is entirely 
consistent with the present banking 
System. The same reasons which jus- 
tify the issue of 90 per cent. of the 
bonds will justify an issue to the par 
value of the bonds. The only objec- 
tion advanced, aside from that of dema- 
Sogic attack, generally upon banks, is 
that it permits too large an increase 
of the volume of circulation and threat- 
ens an inflation. But it is unfair to 
compare the amount possible under the 
proposed bill with the amount bank 
notes now in circulation. The lack of 
profit upon bank note circulation be- 
cause of the taxation has reduced such 
circulation far below the amount ever 
expected, and such reduction can be 
creditably charged to a contract which 
was equally unexpected. The proper 
comparison is between the amount pos- 
sible under the present law and the 
amount possible under the proposed 
amendment, which would be but a 10 
per cent. increase, an amount which 
can be easily absorbed by the business 
of the country and utilized in as many 
different money centers as there are 
national banks. The repeal of the tax 
upon national bank notes and the sub- 
stitution of a tax upon bank franchises, 
as measured by their capital, surplus 
and undivided profits are propos@i in 
a spirit of fairness, and for a just dis- 
tribution of the burden of the tax. 
The larger banks will pay the tax in 
the same degree as the smaller banks, 
while the amount of revenue will be 
practically unchanged.” 
‘In conclusion, Mr. Overstreet said: 
“The advocates of currency reform 
firmly declare that the financial opera- 
tions of the government are upon the 
gold standard, but that the honest fearg 
engendered by doubtful legislation rela- 
tive to silver coinage and the persist- 
ent attack upon the standard of value 
fully justify the legislation asked. To 
firmly fix gold as the standard of value, 
in unequivocal terms, made fully oper- 
ative by aH proper safeguards, is the 
central idea of the law proposed. It is 
confidently believed that the country 
demands it, and that our action will be 
ratified by the people. The supporters 
of the proposition are not confined to 
the Republicans nor_to the so-called 
‘money centers.’ Democrats. of cour- 
age and conviction have nobly dared 


to break from party lines and suffer 
unflinchingly ‘the sting of the party 
whip in honest and patriotic effort to 
uphold the integrity of the national 
credit and make secure the foundation 
of the vast and expanding business of 
our people. The American yeomanry 
in.the great agricultural flelds of the 
country are fully awake. to the im- 
portancé of the subject, and appreciate 
the wisdom of the legislation. Nearly 
all of those who wavered in 1896 cor- | 
rected their error in 1898. :

“It would not,’’ replied Mr. Over- 
street, ‘‘because for every silver dollar 


which goes into the treasury, a gold 
dollar will go out in circulation.” [Re-, 


publican applause.] 
Mr. Maddox (Dem.) of Georgia was’ 


the first speaker in opposition to the 


bill. Referring —to Speaker. 
Reed’s New York ‘speech advising the 
immediate enactment = of the g6ld- 
standard leg‘slation before some. 
branch of the government got away 
from the Repubiicans, he said: “The 
faithful understaxd that this legisia- 
tion must be enacved at once, or not 
at all.” 

‘The enactment of gold-standard leg- 
jslation, he declared, had never been 
an issue before the people. If gold was 
now the “existing stanard,’’ as con.. 
tended, it was so by the unlawful 
usurpation of the executive officers. of 
the government. The treaavry, under 
the bill, he predicted, would »« raided. 
The bill would convert every obliga- 
tion of the treasury into a gold obliga- 
tion, and would impel the goverrment 
to sell millions of gold to the amweunt 
of 25. per cent. of all the outstanding 
notes of whatever character. He urgs1 
that under the bill, banks with $1,000,- 
009 capital, now required to deposit in 
the treasury bonds equal to a third of 
their capital, were required to deposit 


ronly $50,000 in bonds, enabling them to 


contract or expand the currency at 
will. He then assailed the Republican 
advocates of the gold standard for 
apostasy, and particularly attacked 
Messrs. Hepburn of Iowa, Dingley of 
Maine and Grosvenor of Ohio, who, he 
said, advocated silver coinage by in- 
ternational agreement in 1897. ‘ 

Mr. Maddox summed up his argu- 
ment by declaring the measure to be 
a bill designed to legalize the author- 
ity used by the treasury to put thé 
country on a gold basis, to demonetize 
one-half the final money of redemption, 
to alter the obligations of the people 
without their consent, into gold obliga- 
tions, to contract the currency at the 
will of the banks, and to create a 
gigantic bank trust for the benefit of 
a few thousand people. 

Mr. Dolliver of Iowa, the next 
speaker, read from the sneech of Gov. 
Altgeld to the effect that the Renub- 
lican Congress would obey orders and 
enact gold legislation. 

For himslf, he said, he was proud 
to say that he was obeying orders, 
the orders of the people of his district— 
trying to put the laws of the country 
into. harmony with their opinions. The 
pending bill was a compromise repre- 
senting the united wisdom of all. 

“There is something about the pur- 
suit of the science of money.” said he, 
“that enables every one of its stu- 
dents to comprehend his own ideas 


» Without being very hospitable toward 


the ideas of others.” 

This was a bill to set at rest all 
doubt as to the standard in this coun- 
try. It should he presented to the 
business) men of the country as a 
Christmas gift. He (Mr. Dolliver) did 
not want his record and past follies 
to be brought up against him. He 
had voted for the Sherman act in 1890. 
an act which he now regarded as a 
tiece of unutterable stupidity. 

In 1893, when the act came to be re- 
pealed, Mr. Dolliver said, he was very 
much perplexed. He saw Senator 
Sherman one evening sitting outside 
his house like Abraham outside his 
tent. 

“Don’t trouble yourself about the 
failure of your predictions regarding 
silver,”’ said the Senator, “every 
prophecy T made about it has turned 
out exactly the opposite: [Laughter.] 

“Just as yours will now,” = inter- 
jected Mr. Cox of Tennessee, amid re- 
newed laughter. 
Continuing, Mr. Dolliver said that he 
believed the result of the campaign of 
1896 settled the silver issue. A propo- 
sition which received a black eve itn 
Iowa and Massachusetts at the same 
time, in his opinion had no future in 
the intellectual life of the American 
people.

‘He also called attention to Mr. 
Bryan's prediction that wages would 
fall and men would be thrown out of 
employment. Yet at the end of three 
years of Republican administration 
under the gold standard, there was not:

without employment. Those three 
years, said he, had removed the last 
fears of the Republicans as to the wis- 
dom of enacting gold legislation.

SAMPSON-SCHLEY MATTER. 


PRESIDENT HAS A SOLUTION. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
it is expected the President will soon 
send to Congress a special message re- 
garding rewards for officers and men 
from the Atlantic fleet who distin- 
guished themselves during the war 
with Spain, and whose gallantry has 
not yet been recognized. 

President McKinley has the Samp. 
son-Schley matter under serious con. 
sideration. He is understood to be 
willing that a bill should be passed 
authorizing the revival of the grade of 
vice-admiral for the benefit of Rear- 
Admirals Sampson and Schley, the 
former to be given seniority over the 
latter. It is believed Secretary Long 
will join in indorsing this solution of 
the controversy. 

What will probably cause consider- 
able criticism among the friends of 
Rear-Admiral Schley is the determi- 
nation of Secretary Long to name Ad- 
miral Sampson in the measure he is 
preparing, giving the thanks of Con- 
gress to the commander-in-chief of 
the North Atlantic squadron and the 
officers and men under his command. 

It is not believed here, however, that 
the President will transmit such a res- 
olution to Congress, knowing what de- 
termined opposition it will meet, and 
the probability that friends of Schley 
would have his name substituted for 
that of Sampson, and pass the reso. 
lution in that form. 


COMMERCIAL TREATIES. 
AGREEMENT WITH ARGENTINA. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Senate 
in executive session today removed the 
injunction of secrecy from the com-. 
mercial treaties negotiated between the 
United States and other countries last 
summer, 
have been summarized in the Associ- 
ated Press dispatches. The exception 
was the treaty with the Argentine Re- 
public. 

This treaty provides for the reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent. on articles of 
Argentine origin which may be im- 
ported into the United States as fol- 
lows: On sugar the reduction to be 
on the rates fixed by Article 209 of the 
tariff act of 12897. Such sugars are also 
to be exempt from the requirements 
of Article 5 of that act, provided they 
are shown to have not paid any in- 
ternal tax or received any bounty. On 
hides, on the rates prescribed by Article’ 
4237 of the tariff of 1897, the conces- 
sion is not to be construed as impair- 
ing the regulations to prevent the in- 
troduction of infectious diseases. On 
wool on the rates prescribed by Articles 
357, 368 and 359 of the act of 1897. 

In return Argentine agrees to these 
tariff reductions on articles from the 
United States: Fifty per cent. on 
canned salmon, canned lobsters, canned 
shrimps, canned corn, succotash, 
canned tomatoes, canned apples and 
other fruits (excepting peaches, pears, 
quinces, apricots and cherries,) wind- 
mills, dried or evaporated fruits and 
paraffine wax; 20 per cent. on bacon, 
oatmeal, cracked wheat, hominy, corn 
grits, corn starch (maizena) and other 
cereal foods, sail twine and cotton

rope; 15 per cent. on white pine, spruce 
pine, Oregon pine, yellow pine, oak and 
ash lumber, undre&Ssed; 6% per cent. on 
cottonseed ofl.

ODDS AND ENDS 
FROM MR. HITCHCOCK'S REPORT 


SOME SUGGESTIONS MADE bY THE 
SECRETARY OF INTERIOR. 


Laws Relating to Rights-of-way far 
Canals and Ditches Over Public 
Lands in Need cf Revision—Educa- 
tion in Alaska and Our New In- 
sular Possessions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior, in his annual re- 
port to Congress, says the laws _ re- 


‘lating to rights-of-way for ditches, 
canals and reservoirs over the public 
lands and reservations of the United 


States, are so confused and so frag- 
mentary in their,nature that the de- 
partment is greatly embarrassed in 
its administration. Thus, a right-of- 
way cannot be obtained where it is 
intended to use the water exclusively 
as a means of creating power to run 
an electric or manufacturing piant, or- 
in hydraulic or placer mining, al- 
though when a right-of-way is once 
obtained for irrigation purposes, it may 
also be used for these other purposes 
in a subsidiary way. 

The Secretary sf&ys: “The several 
acts relating to this subject should 
be brought together and harmonized 
in a new act, the terms. of which 
should be broad and comprehensive 
enough to afford the widest possible 
use, for all beneficial purposes, of the 
waters on the public lands and reser- 
vations of the United States.” 

The report continues: 
present time the question of irrigation 
is receiving special attention from a 
practical standpoint, in the office of 
Indian Affairs, in the providing of 
irrigation ditches and systems for irri- 
gating the lands of many of the In- 
dian reservations. The force, how- 
ever, and the means at the command 
of the department are wholly inade- 
quate for the work to be accomplished, 
and the allowance by Congress of in- 
ereased appropriations in furtherance 
of a wise solution of this great ques- 
tion is desirable.’’ 

REINDEER IN ALASKA. 

Among the novel items in the Secre- 
tary’s report is the following: eee 

“The introduction of reindeer from 
Siberia into Alaska, which was in- 
augurated by the department some 
years ago, has proved _ successful. 
"These animals dre used in connection 
with the schools and are an important 
factor in the industrial education of 
the native children. The latter are in- 
structed in the art of herding the deer 
and training them to: harness. It is 
desirable that herds of deer be at- 
tached to all the government schools, 
so that a practical knowledge of the 


methods of training ‘and herding these 
animals may be conveyed to all the) 


native children. 

“Something like 2000 deer were re- 
ported in the fall of 1898 as the result- 
ant increase from about 600 imported 
from Siberia. The annual increase of 
a herd has been from 49 to 60 per cent., 
and a herd of 5000 should furnish 2000 
fawns each spring. If the govern- 
ment possess 5000 of these animals, the 
annual increase could easily be made 
to furnish the needed herds for the re- 
maining stations in Northwestern 
Alaska.’’. 

EDUCATION IN ALASKA. 

Respecting education in Alaska, the 
report says: 

“The past six years the annual ap- 
propriation for the education of chil- 
dren in Alaska has been $30,000, in- 
creased yearly since 1895 by the sum 
of $5000 from the Ind an Appropriation 
Bill. By strict economy it has been 
possible with these amounts to support 
the present school system. Within the 
past three years thousands of white 
men have settled in Alaska, many cf 
them taking their families with them. 
settle- 
ments has largely increased, and sev- 
eral new towns have sprung up which 
are clamoring for school facilities. 

“In order to provide school facilities 
which shall approximate the present 
needs of the increasing population of 
Alaska an annual appropriation of at 
least $60,000 is an imperative neces- 
sity.” 
INSULAR SCHOOLS. 

Respect‘hg education in our new 
island possessions, the Secretary says: 

“The present status of the educa- 
tional system of Hawaii is all that 
can be desired. The school system of 
the islands has for some years been 
noted as remarkable for its complete- 
ness, even when compared with school 
systems on the continents of America 
and Europe. The total population is 
placed, in 1896, at 109,020 people. of 
these the total number of pupils en- 
rolled in school was 14.522, a little more 
than 14 persons in each 100 of the 
population. Of the pupils enrolled. 10,- 
568 were attending the public schools 
of the islands, and 3958 private schoo!s. 
Thirty-seven per cent. of the pupils 
attending the schools are native Ha- 
waiians; 17 per cent. part Hawaiians: 
only 3 per cent. of American parent- 
age, and 2 per cent. of British. Mose 
than 26 per cent. are of Portuguese 
parentage; of Chinese, 7 per cent.; Jap- 
anese, 4 per cent., and German, 2 per 
cent. 

“The population of Porto Rico is re- 
ported to be about 890.000, of which 
500,000 are white and 390,000 colored. 
Statistics of the elementary schools 
in the district for 1898 give 27,936 as 
the numbeir enrolled for the year. 
One hundred and twenty-five thousand 
six hundred and ninety-five children 
are reported as being of school age. 
Illiteracy is stated at 87.4 per cent. of 
the white and 86.8 per cent. of the 
colored population. A reorganization 
of the school system of the district is 
now in progress. 

“Many different languages and dia- 
lects are spoken in the various isl- 
ands composing the Philippine group. 
The Visaya dialect is spoken by 2- 
024,409; the Tagalo dialect by 1,216.- 
508: and five other dialects are spoken 
each by over 100,000, namely, the Ce- 
buano, Ilocano, Vical (Bicol,) Pan- 
gasinan; Pampango. The Tagales and 
Visayas are of the Malay race, and 
were Christianized in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. The num- 
ber of Christians in these two peo- 
ples, together with those in the other 
tribes of Indians, amount to over 6.,- 
000,000. The school system in force in 
the islands was organized by Roman- 
ist missionaries.

Of interest not only to the people’ 
of the Southwest, but of people of the 
country generally, who would wish to 
see preserved from utter decay one of 
the most remarkable historical ruins 
on the continent, is the following ex- 
cerpt from Secretary Hitchcock's. re- 
port: 
“The Casa Grande ruin, one of th? 
most noteworthy relics of a prehistoric 
age and people in the United States, is 
near Florence, Ariz. It is built of the 
material known as cajon—that is, 
puddled clay, molded into walls and 
dried in the sun, and of a perishabiec 
character. It is located on 480 acres 
of land which was reserved from set- 
tlement by Executive order of June 22, 
“The custodian, Rev. Isaac T. 
Whittemore, reports that the. building 
is without a roof, and the action of the 
elements on the upper edges of the 
walls of the building is causing them 
to disintegrate. Further, that if the 


walls are properly braced and a roof |} 


is provided these remarkable ruins 
will be preserved for many coming gen- 
erations, and that there is urgent need 
for°-an appropriation by Congress to 
provide for the preservation of the 
ruin. 

“T concur in these conclusions, and 
reiterate the recommendation of my 
predecessor in office that $2000 be ap- 
propriated to provide for the protection, 
ete., of this ruin.”

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‘UNION LABOR MEET. 


AMERICAN FEDERATION IN 
SESSION AT DETROIT. 


Convention Called to Order by Second 
Vice-President Duncan’ in the 
Absence of Both Gompers 
and McGuire. 


President’s Annual Report Tells of 
Improved Conditions Among Or- 
ganized Toilers—Wardner 
Affair Rehashed. 


Contentions and Grievances Discussed. 
Committee on Credentials Re- 
ports—Numerous Recom- 
mendations, 


{[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

DETROIT, Dec. 11.—Nearly two hun- 
dred delegates, representing all 
branches of trade unionism, with an 
estimated total membership of nearly 
eight hundred thousand, were present 
at Harmonic Hall today when the nine- 
teenth annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor was called to 
order. In the absence of both Presi- 
dent Gompers and Vice-President Mc- 
Guire, the meeting was called to order 
by James Duncan of Baltimore, second 
vice-president. Duncan announced that 
Gompers was still suffering severely 
from injuries resulting from a bicycle 
accident in Washington, and possibly 
might not be able to attend the con- 
vention. 

In compliance with the federation 
rules prohibiting speeches by outsiders, 
no welcomes Were tendered by officials 
of the city or State. The only address 
of this character was by Herbert J. 
Greville, president of the Detroit Coun- 
cil of Trade and Labor Unions. 

Vice-President Duncan, responding to 
the welcome, said the convention is 
the largest meeting of organized labor 
representatives ever held in the United 
besides containing affiliated 
delegates from across the sea and from 
Canada. 

When the Committee on Credentials 
had reported, the seating of the brew- 


ery workers was protested against by 


representatives of the stationary steam 
engineers. The brewery /men retorted 
by protesting against the credentials 
of the stationary engineers and fire- 
men. All the other delegates were de- 
clared seated. 

After adoption of a resolution of sym- 
pathy for President Gompers, the an- 


nual report of President Gompers was 


read by Vice-President Duncan. 
“On every side,’ said President Gom- 
pers in his address, ‘‘we see the splen- 


' did evidences of our efforts in the im- 


proved economic and social condition 
of our people. When the present in- 
dustrial activity first manifested itself, 
employers generally sought to increase. 
the hours of labor of all; and had it 
not been for the determined stand made 
by our fellow-unionists, as large a 
number would be unemployed during 
this period as were unemployed during 
the period of industrial depression. 

“It is beyond question that the wages 
of the organized workers have been in- 
creased and in many instances the 
hours of labor are either reduced, or, 
at least, maintained. Practically the 
only advantage-which has come to 
unorganized labor from the industrial 
revival haS been longer hours of daily 
labor, with additional burdens to bear.” 

President Gom reviewed _the 
growth of the order the past year, sug- 
gesting that he should be authorized to 
make another lecturing and organizing 
tour in the inter-mountain region of 


the West. 


Reviewing the events of the past 
year at -Wardner, Idaho, President 
Gompers declared thatefrom the best 
sources available he learned that the 
destruction of property of the Bunker 
Hill and Sullivan mines was the act of 
unorganized miners. Of the corralling 
of 1200 miners by the State authorities, 
aided by Gen. Merriam, he said: 

“The whole proceeding is so out- 
rageous as to bring a blush of shame to 
the cheeks of every liberty-loving 
American. If, as alleged, the impris- 
oned men are guilty, they at least 
should be given a fair trial before a 
jury of their peers, confronted with 
their accusers and, if guilty, punished; 
i1 innocent, thev should be given their 
liberty and their wrongs should be re- 
dressed.” 

President Gompers' urged “renewed 
and concentrated effort’ to bring about 
a r duction cf the hours of toil in all 
departments of labor. He suggested 
that the convention authorize an inves- 
tigation in regard to the eight-hour 
law of Colora:‘o, which the Supreme 
Court of that State declared to be un- 
constitutional,’”’ and, if there be good 


grounds for an appeal to the United 


States Supreme Court, such an appeal 
should be taken by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in codéperation with 
organized labor of Colorado.” 

He recommended that the federation 
protest against the passage of any 
black-list bill ‘unless it contains a 
provision which shall, in distinct terms, 


exclude from its provisions workmen 


organized in any association or union 
having for its object the advancement 
of wages, reduction of hours or other 
improvements in the condition of its 
members.” 

After the conclusion of the reading 
of President Gompers's report, the con- 
vention took a recess until 2:30 o ‘clock 
in the afternoon. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 
" DETROIT, Dec. 11.—Upon reassem- 
bling the report of the Credentials 


Committee was submitted, which an- 


nounced that the brewery-workers and 
the stationary engineers had each 
withdrawn their protests against the 
others being seated and had expressed 
willingness that their troubles go to 
the Committee on Grievances. 

The reports of Frank Morrison, sec- 
retary, and John B. Lennon, treasurer, 
were read. 

The balance of the session was taken 
up with the contention between the ri- 
val unions of the theatrical employés 
and the musicians in Detroit. No so- 
lution of the difficulty was arrived at. 


JAWSMITHS KILLED IT. 


ARBITRATION BOARD SCHEME. 
[A. P. FARLY A.M. REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—All hope of the 
formation of a permanent arbitration 
board, as suggested by Martin B. 
Madden is now abandoned by con- 
tractors and manufacturers, the strong 
opposition of the labor leaders show- 
ing its impossibility. Madden himself 
declares he sees no hope for the suc- 
cess of the plan, and says he suggested 
it only to give the temporary Arbi- 
tration Committee a basis upon which 
to work. 

The plan suggested by Madden was 
the establishment of a permanent 
board of ten, unions and contractors, 
each to have five representatives, and 
in case of a tie a judge of one of the 
courts to be selected by both sides, to 
settle the dispute. Decssions were to 
be regarded as final. The labor unions, 
after considering the plans were un- 
willing to allow the judge to have the 


deciding vote. |

HIDALGO’S GOSSIP. 


in the Turf 
Events of Today. 


Robert T. O’Hanlon, who died at 
San José about a. week ago, was a 
link with the past history of the 
American turf, although he had not 
trained a horse for a race in the last 
quarter-century. He was the son of 
Terence O’Hanlon, who was the con- 
tractor for building the State Capitol 
of South Carolina at Columbia, and it. 
was while his father was engaged in 
this work that Robert was born, in 
November, 1823. His father died while 
he was very young, and he was ap- 
prenticed to Robert Wooding, a famous 
trainer of that period. After becom- 
ing a trainer on his own account, Mr. 
©'Hanlon removed to Memphis, where 
he married a Miss Dobler in 1847. 
They had seven children, all now liv- 
ing, and one of them a resident of 
this cit}. Mr. O’Hanlon trained the 
famous mare, 
forties, as well as Fred Kays, Croton 
and other past celebrities. He was a 
man who bore an unspotted name for 
honesty and fidelity to his employers. 
In 1874, becoming’ disgusted with the 
crookedness of racing in this State, 
he obtained the position of ticket agent 
at the Fourth-street depot in San José, 
a post which he held up to the be- 
ginning of his fatal illness. No 
sooner were the Southern Pacific offi- 
cials ‘notified of his death than they 
at once appointed his daughter to fill 
the vacancy. Mr. O’Hanlon was a 
brave man, and was for thirty-four 
years a prominent member of the vol- 
ra fire department in the Garden 

ty. 

This old man left the turf simply 
because he was an honest man at 
heart and did not desire to be foupd 
in disreputable company. He saw, over 
twenty-five years ago, the pitiable 
condition to which racing in America 
is being brought through the §in- 
strumentality of bookmaking. He told 
me, when New Jersey passed her laws 
prohibiting racing: ‘‘My only surprise 
is that such laws were not passed be- 
fore. ‘Those bookmakers have been 
robbing the working classes of those 
manufacturing cities for years, and 
there was no way for the retail busi- 
ness men of those cities to live but to 
close the tracks up. The best horse 
does not win, one time in a dozen, for 
you don’t see a weight-for-age race 
once a week. This lowering of weights 
is done for cheating purposes, and 
nothing else. I thank God I am out of 
it and out of it for life. I trained 
horses when trainers were employed 
by gentlemen, and associated with 
them. It has now got to be a busi- 
ness and not an amusement, and the 
worst part of it is that those men call 
everything business, down to grand 
larceny.” The utterances of this fine 
old man were all well said, and the 
worst part of it was that they were 
too true. 

I can tell these men who are en- 
gineering winter racing at San Fran- 
cisco, that they are not very far off 
from legislation that will prohibit rac- 
ing for more than thirty days in any 
one year; and they will only have 
their own greediness to blame for it. 
Up to date the $100 per day paid by 
the bookmakers, has covered all their 
outlay for purses, leaving the gate 
money, bar receipts. programmes and 
other sources of revenue, as clear 
profit. In two seasons Ingleside cleared 
over $66,000 as the increment upon an 
outlay of about $365,000. Recognizing 
that the bulk of their money comes 
from the bookmakers, they al- 
lowed them more latitude in a day than 
they would be allowed at Morris Park 
or Coney Island in a month. Much 
has been written about the money 
that these eastern turf tourists spend 
in San Francisco every winter. But if 
that money is not made off the race- 
going public, where do they get it? 
When a city like New York gives but 
twelve weeks of racing in an entire 
year, What business has San Fran- 
cisco, with about one-eighth of New 
York’s population, to give six or seven 
months’ continuous racing? 

Last Saturday’s races at Ingleside 
must have satisfied the most skeptical 
that Zoroaster is the best—and a long 
way the best—three-year-old that has 
been seen in California for years. He 
picked up 118 pounds, with Spencer in 
the saddle, conceding fourteen pounds 
to Silvertone, who was second, and 
eighteen to Jennie Reid, who was 
third. He gave eight pounds to 
Olinthus, twelve to Casdale and Mon- 
taus and thirty-eight to Stuttgart and 
Sefiora Caesar, the latter mare being 
second into the stretch. It looks now 
as if Zoroaster had the Derby al! in 
his grasp. and a good deal easier tas! 
than Corsine had last year, or Traver- 
ser in the year previous, and the !et- 
ter was an unusually high-class colt.

Col. Burns’s 
ambition, next to the Senatorship, has 
been to win the great race which bears

Out of the 
tem nominations made by Burns & 
Waterhouse, enly two have any 
chance, to my idea—Eddie Jones and 
First Tenor. The latter colt has been 
laid up in lavender for about a year, 
and, if he shows anything like his old 
form, is quite good enough to win the 
race, if they den’t load him down with 
too much weight. Porter 
Ruinart is in the race, but, as he has 
been two years, 
don’t fancy his chances. Rosinante 


‘and Rosormonde are both in there, but 


if the pace is set as hot from the start 
as usual, I fear the last furlong will 
be a hard problem for them, well as 
they have both performed up to date. 
Zoroaster was entered, so his owner 
says, but the entry clerk denies hav- 
ing seen any such entry. Zoroaster 
would have been the hard horse to 
beat in that race, if they did.not put 
over 120 pounds on him. 

The whole American system is in 
need of reform, from top to bottom. 
In the first place, we have too many 
selling races, which are a prolific source 
of jobbery and corruption; and in the 
second place, we have too many races 
for two-year-olds, and this is what is 
knocking hundreds of good colts to 
pieces annually. Do away with one- 
half the selling” races and give us a 
weight-for-age every day, as is the 
case in England and Australia. We 
should then see such great horses as 
old brown Ben Holladay, or Bannock- 
burn, winning so many races at weight- 
for-age that their owners would be 
quite willing to accept the top weight 
in a handicap. Carbine’s owner in 1890 
was so far ahead of the game that he 
accepted the top weight of 145 pounds 
in the Melbourne Cup of that year and 
won it. But you will not be apt to 
see anything like that occur in this 
country for some time to come. 

Meanwhile, we see great two-vear- 
olds come out and achieve perfor- 
mances that seem almost incredible. 
Like meteors shooting across the sky 
on a Winter night, when ‘‘the Dipper’ 
seems frozen in a lake of cloudless 
blue, these marvelous two-year-olds, 
like Spinaway, Sensation, Tremont and 
a dozen more like them, flash into 
prominence and then fade away into 
obscurity at three years old. Rataplan 
was not trained till the fall he was 
three, and ran third in the St. Leger. 
At four he was defeated in the Ascot 
Cup by West Australian, and in two 
other races, but he continued on the 
turf till he was seven, winning forty- 
two races out of seventy-one. His best 
performance was at four years, when 
he won the Manchester Cup with. 130 
pounds, and held hard at that. In 
truth, he was a horse of sueh tre- 
mendous action that he could not be 
properly ridden by any boy of less than 
125 pounds weight. 

Lilian, by Wingrave, was not trained 
till she was three, and she won 
twenty-nine maces out of forty-five, in- 
cluding the great Yorkshire Handicap 
and Brighton Stakes. Caller On was 
never raced at two years, and she won 
forty-four races out of eighty-six, in- 
cluding two York cups, the St. Leger 
and two Northumberland plates. Alice 
Hawthorne was not trained at two 
years. She raced till she was seven, 
and won fifty and one-half races out 
of sixty-eight. Beeming was nat 
trained at two years, but she won at 
three and again at ten, with a total 
of fifty-one races out of sixty-three 
to her credit, including twenty-five 
Gold cups and nine Queen’s plates. 
Parasol (dam of the great Partisan,) 
was on the turf five seasons at a 
period when no two-year-olds were 
raced. Her history shows that. she 
started in forty-nine races and won 
half of them. Bobadilla won fourteen 
out of twenty-four races, including the 
Ascot Cup, and she was not trained at 


A-two years. Lanercost and Charles XII 


were not trained til! three, yet each 
won upward .of thirty races, including 
Goodwood and Ascot cups. Fisherman 
was not trained till three. yet at that 
age he won the Queen’s Vase, and 
afterward won two Ascot cups. His 
total winnings were seventy races out 
of 120 starts. The only really 


two years was. Cathenia,. who started 
177 times, and won seventy-nine, hev- 
ing been campaigned for ten seasons. 

What I want to. see is legislation to 
stop this racing of yearlings (for that 


is aJl that most of them are,) at the 
San Francisco tracks in March and 
April. It is a shame and an outrage 
to run these vealy youngsters solely 
for the benefit of a lot of raseally 
bookmakers that never bred a mare 
nor imported a stallion. It is a mat- 
ter that the breeders ought to take 
in hand, for it knocks so many good 
colts to pieces at that early age that 


‘it leaves no earnings for them-in 


years. Beyond that is a isilitary prop- 


osition, for it affects the breed of our }-- 


cavalry horses in the future. England, 
France, Germany and Russia all breed 
their own cavalry horses, and use noth- 
ing but thoroughbred sires. 
we expect to rival them in producing 
cavalry animals if we knock out best- 
bred colts to pieces before they attain 
their third year?. HIDALGO,

A NATIONAL ARBORETUM, 

The City Council yesterday tendered 
to tie national government the use of 
the magnificent tract of ground known 
os Grffith Park for a national  arbo- 
“retum. An arboretum, as the name 
implies, is a place in which trees and 
shrubs, especially rare ones, are culti- 
vated for scientific or other purposes. 
The vote of the Council was unanimous, 
and was in conformity to the expressed 
wish of G. J. Griffith, the donor of the 
park site to the city. There was prac- 
tically no opposition to the action of 
the Council from “any source, and no 
coubt it will meet with cordial ap- 
proval on the part of the public. 

A movement is on foot—or, at least, 
such a plan is talked of—to ask of the 
national government an appropriation, 
in the near future, for the improvement 
of the park, the planting of trees, etc., 
in case the offer be accepted by the gov- 
ernment; and if it is accepted, it fol- 
lows as a matter of course that money 
will be expended in pursuance of the 
purposes implied in the tender and  ac- 
ceptance. It will be well, in view of 
this fact, for our people to ask a small 
appropriation as a starter; leaving the 
government, if it accepts our offer, to 
invest a liberal amount of money, later 


on, in furtherance of the project, which 


would be the natural result. 

There is probably no piece of land 
anywhere in the United States which is 
so well adapted, all things considered, 
to the uses of a national botanical gar- 
den as is Griffith Park. The govern- 
ment expert sent out to examine sites 
for the purpose is quoted as_ saying 
that he has found no site near any city 
so suitabie for the purpose as Griffith 
Park. The city will not be able for a 
gteat many years to improve this vast 
tract of ground, and if the government 
can be induced to take hold of the mat- 
ter, leaving the park open to the pub- 
lic as a park, Los Angeles will derive 
great benefit, without a corresponding 
expenditure of money, and the nation 
will secure what may perhaps become 


the most successful, striking and bril= 


liant botanical garden in existence.

In “The Jewess’’ one 
finds Nance O'Neil? at her best, because 
the play affords her a field in which 
she may exploit those exhibitions of 
the passions, the emotions and that 
splendid endowment of the dramatic 
quality which are. so well within the 
range of this player’s powers.

AGAINST FIRE. 


PRECAUTIONS TAKEN FOR THE 
PARIS EXPOSITION. 


{Iron Age:] Intending exhibitors and. 
visitors from the United States to the }. 


Paris Exposition in 1900 will be inter- 
ested in knowing what arrangements 
and regulations will be made by the 
French authorities against fire. The 
Paris Exposition administration has 
taken all the.measures possible to af- 
ford security to exhibitors and visitors. 
Their regulations are rather volumi- 
nous, containing thirty-six articles 
distributed in six chapters. 

These regulations take up the open- 
ings and exits and the stairways and 
doors of all palaces and buildings. 
They regulate the width of doors and 
steps. All exterior doors will open in 
and out. Doors opening only inward 
must remain open constantly. Emerg- 
ency doors will bear an inscription 
stating their purpose, and in all hall- 
ways and corridors painted arrows will 
indicate the direction of the exit. An 
emergency lighting system for night 
use will consist of lamps of one-candle 
power, bearing the distinctive red 
color. All wood of the framework in 
the buildings will be covered with an 
insulating coat of non-inflammable 
material. All stairways will be of fire- 
proof material. 

The floors of all buildings, palaces, 
theater halls, cafés, concert rooms, ex- 
hibition places, and all railing and 
balustrades will also be of fireproof 
material, and before accepted will be 
thoroughly tested: at the expense. of 
the contractors. All decorative canvas. 
awnings, and canvas coverings must 
be fireproof. All electric installation 
of cables, lamps, wires and conductors 
in the interior of the buildings must 
be put in under the supervision of the 
director of exploitation. All motive 
power will be admitted only under 
rigid conditions. The use of celluloid 
in lamps, globes, balloons and other 
fancy apparatus for lighting decora- 
tions will be .forbidden. The regula- 
tions fof heating and lighting provide 
that it can only be done by gas or 
electricity. The use of hydro-carbons, 
oils, and petroleum, acetylene gas and 
other gases than coal gas is positively 
forbidden, either for heating, lighting 
or motive power. 

The construction of meeting halls, 
cafés, concert halls and theaters must 
be of fireproof material, and the the- 
ater curtains must be of iron or as- 
The lighting of such 
places will be exclusively by electric- 
ity. A fire service as nearly perfect as 
possible will be established, with a 
water piping and pressure sufficient 
for firemien’s service. The adminis- 
tration assumes the night to enforce 
any measure that may be deemed 
necessary to assure safety. 


YELLOW FEVER SCARE. 


DOCTOR’S MISTAKE STARTLES 
CHICAGO HEALTH OFFICIALS. 
[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—Yellow fever,” 
written on a death certificate, startled 


the officials of the health department 
Sunday. The victim of the dread. dis- 
ease of tropical regions, according to 
the physicians who signed the certifi- 
cate, was William H. January. The 
certificate was presented at the Health 
Office assigned yellow fever as one of 
the chief and determining causes of 
death. An investigation of the matter 
was immediately ordered. This. re- 
sulted much to the relief of the health 
officials, that the doctor had made a 
mistake in filling out the blank death 
certificate. The doctor explained that 
he should have written yellow fever on

Mr. January had been a resident o 
Chicago fificen years, but six months 


|} ago went to New ‘Orleans on business. 


While in that city he contracted yel- 
low fever, but later recovered suffi- 
ciently to receive a bill of health from 
the authorities there and came rth. 
The disease wrecked his mind as well 
as his general physical condition, and 
he was taken to the hospital. 


SUPREME COURT OPINIONS. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The United 
States Supreme Court today decided in 
the naval prize money case growing out 
of the capture of the Spanish steamer 
Buena Ventura during the Spanish war 
that the condemnation of the vessel 
was contrary to the terms of the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation, and ordered the 
proceeds of the sale of the vessel to be 
turned over to the owners. In the 
cases of the vessels Pedro and Guido, 
also owned by Spaniards, the condem- 
nation was affirmed. 

MEXICAN MINING CLAIM. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The United 
States Supreme Court today affirmed 
the opinion of the Court of Claims in 
the case of the claim of the Losabra 
Silver Mining Company against the re- 
public of Mexico, holding that claim to 
be fraudulent and unfounded. The 


‘claim was for about $4,000,000.

GREATER GERMANY 
INTERESTED IN THE FUTURE. 


WORLD POLICIES HAVE CHANGED 
IN THE RECENT PAST. 


Count Von Buelow Speaks as Does 
Imperial Chancellor Von Hohen- 
lohe for the Increase of the German 
‘Navy—Good Relations With the 
United States, 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

BERLIN, Dec. 11.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] During the debate on the esti- 
mates in the Reichstag today. Count 
Von Buelow reiterated the terms of 
various agreements for partitioning 
Samoa between the United States and 
Germany; for repealing the Samoan 
act, and for submitting to arbitration 
the losses resulting from unjustifia- 
ble military actions on the part of of- 
ficers belonging to either of the three 
States. He said that after the assent 
of the United States and the Bun- 
desrath, bills ratifying the treaty 
would be submitted. In the mean 
while, he hoped the Reichstag would 
not discuss the matter. He added that 
no increase in next year’s imperial 
budget would arise from the supple- 
mental estimates for Samoa. 


Prince Hohenlohe, the Imperial 


Chancellor, then announced that the 


Federal governments had come to 
the conclusion that the pres- 
ent navy was insufficient for the 


country’s needs, and that estimates for 
doubling the present number of war- 
ships would be submitted. He added 
that the period within which the in- 
crease of the new navy would be af- 
fected was not to be fixed by law, the 
number of new ships to be provided for 
annually in the estimates being decided 
in accordance with budgetary require- 
ments. 

“In this matter,” he continued, “the 
federated governments are acting on 
the supposition that in accordance with 
the general principles governing the 
financing of estimates, the additional 
vessels will be paid for by loans,” 

Count Von Buelow, in supporting the 
proposed increase in the navy, said: 

“The President of the United States 
in his message expressed himself con- 
cerning the good relations between 
the United States and ourselves with 
a warmth that fills us with sincere 
satisfaction; as far as Great Britain 
is concerned, we are willing and ready 
to live in peace and concord with her 
on the basis of full reciprocity and 
reciprocal consideration.”’ 

Count Von Buelow also justified the 
increase in the navy from a political 
point of view, and declared that the 
German policy had-always maintained 
an even course between neglecting and 
overdoing transoceanic interests. Al- 
luding to the warlike changes and 
revolutions, of the past few years, he 

“T cannot yet believe a new partition 
of the earth is imminent. We wish to 
interfere with no foreign power, but 
neither do we wish to let ourselves be 
pushed aside either politically or eco- 
nomically. We cannot but be mixed 
up with the future, the prospects of 
which have been considerably modified: 
the last few years, because we have 
interests in all parts of the world. The 


| powerful vitality of the German peo- 


ple has involved us in the world’s ad-~ 


ministration and drawn us into the 
world’s policy. 

“In the presence of a greater Britain 
and a new France, we have claims to a 
greater Germany, not in thé sense of 
conquest, but in the sense of a péate- 
ful extension of our trade and points of 
support. We cannot, will not, suffer 
that a people shall pass to the order of 
the day over the heads of the German 
people. [Cheers from the Rightists and 
laughter from the Lestists.] We have 
always hitherto come to an easy and 


willing understanding with France, in 


isolated colonial conventions. .In this 
respect also we have found friendly 
obligingness in the case of Russia, to 
which we have fully and wholly re- 
sponded. 

“Just because the external position is 
now favorable, we must use it to in- 
sure ourselves for the future. I wish, 


we all wish, that our future may be. 


peaceful. Whether it will be 80, no 
one can say.” : 
THE PROCEEDINGS REVIEWED. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 
BERLIN, Dec. 11.—The Reichstag 
presented a highly-impressive epecta- 
cle today during the debate on the es- 
timates and the formal introduction of 
Emperor William’s new naval pro- 
gramme. Count Von Buelow, when 
announcing the Samoan_ settlement, 
was repeatedly interrupted .by ap- 
plause. His second speech, dealing 
with the necessity for a large fleet, 
provoked approval and disapproval al- 
most equally emphatic. The disap- 
proval came from the Rafsicals. When 
he declared that Germany did not de- 


‘sire to pursue an aggressive pyrotech- 


nical course, but was equally deter- 
mined not to be pushed aside politically 
or commercially by other powers, and 
never to allow an important interna- 
tional question to be settled without 
consulting her, there was an outbr 

of spontaneous applause. 

Prince Hohenlohe’s weak voice was 
scarcely audible. but Admiral Tirpitz 
and Baron Von Thielmann were heard. 
The session was brief, because the 
House desired to see the speeches in 
print before considering the proposals. 
Emperor William is confident that the 
proposal to increase the strength of 
the navy is popular with the electorate, 
and he believes that the new Reich- 
stag would probably reflect this senti- 
ment in other national aims, more ac- 
eurately. Gen. Gatacre’s reverse at 
Stormberg was joyfully greeted on the 
streets of Berlin, but the newspapers 
for the most part are recticent on the 
subject. 

Dr Von Miquel has taken an almost 
unprecedented step, and defends him- 
self in today’s papers against a num- 
ber of press attacks upon his course in. 
recommending the removal of the 
Landrath, or district governors, for 
voting against the Canal Bill last Au- 


gust. The statement bears his own 
signature.

-~SUPERVISORS’ RESOLUTION. 

TO PROTECT FRUIT.INDUSTRY. 

Following up the recent action of the 
Southern California Association of Hor- 
ticultural Commissioners 
stock, the Board of Supervisors yester- 
day passed the following resolution: 

“Whereas, the introduction of fruit 
tree pests and diseases by means of 
nursery stock and fruit imported from 
foreign countries is a constant menace 
to the horticultural 
United States and has entailed great 
loss and expense to our fruit industry, 
and, whereas, we recognize that na- 
tional legislation is needed to success- 
great danger; 


therefore, be it 
“Resolved, That we earnestly request 


‘the Congress of the United States to 
enact such legislation as shall provide 
'that all nursery stock 


imported 
this country shall be free of 
pests or shall be quarantined and not 
allowed to enter the United States.” 
A bill, covering the points embodied 
in the resolution, will be presented in 
Congress by Congressman Waters. 
The bill: provides that it shall be un- 


lawful for any transportation company 


after October 1, 1900, to ‘offer for entry 
at any port of the United States any 


nursery stock, unless accompanied by 


a certificate of inspection by a govern- 
ment official of the country from which 
the exportation is made. After that 
date it is provided thet all 
stock imported in accordance with the 
aforesaid regulations shall be free 
from all inspection, quarantine or re- 
striction except such as may be im- 
posed by the State or Territory to 
which they are sent. 

When, however, it shall appear to 
the Secretary of State, by whom the 
certificate must be prescribed as to 
manner and form, that infected fruit 
is about to be imported, he shall have 


authority to quarantine that variety of 
| fruit until it may appear that the pest 
has become exterminated in the. coun- 


try where the fruit is grown. It is also 
provided that nursery stock shall be- 


tions of interstate commerce. 
Inspections shall be made by the De- 
partment of Agriculture of fruit to be 


shipped from one State to another, and 


it is provided that any shipper who 


sends unexamined stock shall be guilty 


of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine 
of from $200 to $500 or by imprisonment 


not to exceed one year. 
The proposed bill contains a clause 


appropriating $1000 to carry it into 
effect, and if enacted it will be effective 
on and after June 30, 1900. 


INJUNCTION DENIED. 
. WATER RATES LITIGATION. 

The suit began by R. N. Walton, a 
lodging-house keeper, against the Los 
Angeles City Water Company for an 
injunction restraining the defendant 
company from cutting off plaintiff's 
water supply and refusing to furnish 
him water at meter rates, terminated 
in Judge Fitzgerald’s court yesterday. 
The injunction was denied. 

Walton's lodging-house is at No. 609 
East Second street. It contains seventy 
rooms and three toilet rooms, with no 
bath tubs. According to the city ordi- 
nance fixing water rates, the company 
demanded a monthly payment of $5.60. 
Thinking that he was paying for more 
water than he was using, and having 
asked the company to put him in a 
meter in vain, he purchased and in-

Undeterred by weeping skies and 
mud hub deep, or to the Knees of our 
donkeys. we have been investigating 
the agricultural interests of this queer 
country, whose social, financial, polit- 
ical and even religious interests -are 
bound up in the welfare of the farm- 
ers, the vine-growers, the shepherds 
and cattle raisers. If political economy 
had proper sway in Portugal, her pop- 
ulation would be almost entirely an 
agricultural one. Yet, strange. to Say, 
the governing classes. like those of her 
twin-sister, Spain, -seem bent. on 
equeezing to death the goose that lays 
the golden. eggs, encouraging certain 
royal monopolies in the way of lan- 
guishing manufacturies, while oppress- 
ing the people with tariffs so out- 


rageous ‘as to paralyze the more im-} flanked with boiled yams, big as your 


portant industries. . 

Some of our experiences have been 
rich indeed. Accompanied by a good 
Gallegan guide and his servant, (no 
upper servant in Portugal is so poor as 
to be without his humbler servant, and 
so on down to servant’s” servant's 
servants. We have ridden about. the 
province in the curious two-wheeled 
carriages of the country whenever our 
excursions led us beyond the railway 
routes: and where wheels were not 
practicable, we have joined the ~ great 
majority on the backs of donkeys. We 
had thought ourselves thoroughly ac- 
quainted with those patient beasts of 
-‘Hurden, from long experience in Mex- 
ico, South America and other wild re- 
_ gions where Balaam’s long-eared beast 
is king. but until now we never 
_learned the a b ¢ of the. usefulness of 
those indispensable animals. In this 
whole poverty-stricken kingdom there 
is not a peasant so desperately impov- 
erished as to be without his donkey. 
Every human being in the. district 
seems to own from one to a score.° 
Even the multitudinous beggars. who 
accost you for alms at every step on 
the highway, are mounted, much as 
Sancho Panza may have been. In front 
of every church, in every praca or 
square, and huddled in every crumbling 
archway are dozens of shaggy little 
-donkeys, each caparisoned with a rope 
around its neck in lieu of halter or 
bridle. and a huge wooden saddle upon 
his back: and most of them are unhap- 
-pily accompanied by bare-footed driv- 
ers. also mounted, armed with §iron- 
pointed goads long as hoe handles. 
They are called into requisition for the 
most trifling errands. 

The padre will not walk from, one 
Square to the next, if his own or an-. 
other’s donkey is at hand. The ser- 
Vant rides to market, the mechanic to 
his day's labor. If the farm hand has 
occasion to go from onion field to po- 
tato patch, or the farmer's wife wishes 
a bit of gossip with her nearest neigh- 
bor, or the country bumpkin a-wooing 
foes, each sets out as on a ten days’ 
journey with a kick, a whick and a 
goad for the poor little beasts that bear 
them, and never a thought that the 
four-footed servitoers may occasion- 
ally need food and water. The herders 
who care for the black bulls that are 
bred for the pracas das torros in Lis- 
bon and Oporto are always found with 
more donkeys than bulis. The got- 
herd in the lonely mountains has his 


the district. At the head thereof hangs 
an iron crucifix, and perhaps a little 
brass or pewter font for the holy water, 
which you have surely brought along 
in a bottle, to insure safety on the 
journey. The one chair, or stool, is of 
a piece with the bedstead a hollow 
frame, laced across with rawhide; upon 
the floor, in oné corner, is a tin basin 
filled with water for washing, and near 
it lies a hand-woven linen towel, coarse 
but clean. You may watch the cook- 
ing of your breakfast and supper, over 
a small blaze of faggots in the open 
cdurt) yard., There is no public dining- 
room, anda table, bare of cloth, will 
be spread in your room. The center 
piece will be a brown earthen plate 
with thick slices of Portuguese bacon, 


fist. There is also a basin of stew, 
Savory and delicious, whose mysterious 
components would better not be in- 
quired into; an enormous frasca para 
vinho, or wine flagon, containing a gal- 
lon or two of cheap Alemtejo wine and 
a mountain of broa (bread,) yellow as 
saffrop/and hard as rock. This coarse, 
but nutritious bread, of-mingled corn 
and rye, which seems to have been con- 
structed simultaneously with the sev- 


eral-hundred-years-old casa, is the 


staple luxury of the Portuguese peas- 
antry, and to it they owe their hardi- 
ness, as well as their strong white 
teeth. When the corn crop has been 
bad, and is therefore scare and dear, 
less of it in proportion to the rye can 
be used in the loaf, and vice versa. In 
the corn-producing province. of the 
Minho, and in the lowland districts 
generally the usual proportions* are 
éight parts of corn to one of rye, and in 
the rye lands where less corn is grown, 
the proportions are reversed. 


Since farming has moved very little 
in Portugal in the last fourteen cen- 
turies, it may safely be said that there 
is considerable room for improvement. 
For every hundred bushels of corn now 
produced fifty more might just as 
easily be raised, and everything elsein 
proportion. Corn has been grown on 
the same lands, summer after summer, 
for hundreds of years, with no change 
of crops. Few Portuguese farmers own 
an acre of land, but families hold the 
same tracts, generation after genera- 
tion, under various different tenures, 
hard for the foreigner to comprehend. 
For example, there is the allodial ten- 
ure, Which prevails in the wide and 
ferlile plains of Southern Portugal. 
The holder of the fee simple of the 
land cither tills his own acres with the 
min.mum of capital, energy and knowl- 
edge, or lets it on short and uncertain 
leases te tenants who farm it in his 
stead, almost to as little purpose as 
he would have done. The Parcerja ru- 
ral tenure is not unlike what we call 
“on shares,’ and akin to the metayer 
system of France and Italy, whereby 
the owner finds the land and sometimes 
the seed, and receives for rent a pro- 
portion of the produce. In Portugal, as 
elsewhere, it has grown out of the want 
of capital in both landlords and ten- 
ants, and is probably the best system 
where impecuniosity prevails. It is 
fair on both sides, for while the me- 
tayer has the strongest incentive to

MEN-OF-WAR COMING. 


BATTLE SHIP AND A CRUISER TO 
LIE OFF SANTA MONICA. 

The largest battleship in the United 
States Navy, the Iowa, and one of the 
protected cruisers, which has partici- 
pated in some of the most important 
naval work of the country during the 
past decade, the Philadelphia, will be 
anchored off Santa Monica Thursday 
and Friday of this week, and 
the battleship, and possibly the 
cruiser. will be open to inspection 


by all the people of this and su - 
ing-~ cities who care to visi them. 
Word was received by the Chamber 


of Commerce yesterday that the two 
vessels would leave San Francisco this 
evening, and ,would proceed to this 
coast, arriving off Santa Monica 
Thursday morning. Admirat Kautz, 
commanding the Pacific Coast station, 
has informed the chamber that his ves- 
sels will be ready for inspection by the 
people the day after their arrival. 

The vessels will probably be an- 
chored a short distance off the long 
wharf at Port Los Angeles, Santa 
Monica, and those who desire to visit 
them will be conveyed from the wharf 
to the warships-in tugs. The several 
transportation lines between this city 
and Santa Monica will run a sufficient 
number of extra trains to accommo- 
date the travel, and several small ves- 
sels will ply between the” several 
wharfs and the warships. 

The Iowa is a first-class battleship 
of 11,410 tons. Her speed is sixteen 
knots, to mate which she develops 11,- 
000-horse-power. She cost about 
$3,010,000. Her batteries. consist of four 
l2-inch, eight S8-inch and six 4-inch 
rifles: twenty 6-poundcr and four 


Gatling guns. 

The Philadelphia is a_ protected 
eruiser of 4324 tons displacement. Her 
horse power is 8815, with which a speed 
of 19.6 knots has been develeped. She 
cost $1,350,000. Her batteries..consist 
of twelve 6-inch breech-loading rifles, 
four 6-pounder and four 2-pounder 
guns; three 3i-mam. Hotch- 
kiss rapid-fire cannon, and four Gat- 
line guns.

FOREIGN FINANCES. 
ENGLAND MUST HAVE GOLD. 


NEW YORK, Dee. 11.—The Times’ London 
financial correspondent cabies: ‘Nervousness 
and anxiety increase in European money mar- 
sets \because it begins to see how difficult it 
is for any other money market~to sup ly its 
necessities in the matter of gold. Exchanges 
have responded in the usual manner to our 
6 per cent. bank rate, but as they move if 
our favor stens are taken and tae markets 
threatened to prevent loss of bullion.

So the regents fail back on the gold 
premium of on refusals to sell bullion at any 
price and only the imminent danger of a 
panic here would induce them to change their 
tactics, if that. At the moment it looks as if 
your market might be obliged to come to our 
assistance by sending gold, but directly exports 
began, difficulties would assail you likewise. 
Our market talks at random about borrowing 
cold here and there, as in the Baring dith- 
culties. Then, however, credit was much less 
irrevocably committed beyond its strength on 
al markets than now, and, where ali must 
be borrowers, none-can lend. Superficially the 
strength of the State banks of Europe appears 
greater now than a year ago. France, Ger- 
many, Spain, Austria, and_ Italy, all show 
more gold. oh hand now than then. But un- 
fortunately every one of them also shows 
heavier ‘commitments, and the rapid and se- 
vere advuncs in the Bank-of-England rate this 
autumn has caught them.all unprépared to 
support or cover ih«ir excessive commitments 
from their resour # alone. The proximate 
consequence of the impasse thus confronting 
all markets will probably be advance in the 
Bank-of-England rate to 7 per cent. and there 
is betting on the stock exchange in favor of 
an early move of this kind at 5 to 1. I hardly 
expect the advance to come this year, but this 
week the bank will probably charge 7 per 
cent. for short loans, and will certainly do 
so should the demand. attain great propor- 
tions. And our 6-per-cent. raté has thus far 
only attracted about £60,000 in French gold 
coin from the 6pen market of Paris. Despite 
all prospects of trouble in the near future, the 
discount market till last Friday leaned toward 
weakness and at one time three months’ bank- 
ers’ acceptanes were bought at slightly un- 
der 5% per cent. discount. The fact is the 
average handler of credit tends to become a 
mere machine, incapable of accurate psercep- 
tions of the drift of events shaping them- 
ecelves behind the routine in which he lives. 
All last week ,clear-sighted bankers wer 
struggling against the weak-kneed aspect of 
the market and yesterday found their thought- 
less competitors more eager after a high rate 
than they were themselves. The fine rate now 
is 5%, but it is doubtful if much _ business 
could be done in discounts under the bank 
rate and the leading houses are indisposed 
to take long paper at any terms. And no won- 
der, for the bank, thanks to the sales of its 
consols and. the diminution in its bill case, is 
completely in control of the market. This is 
the most reassuring fact about the situation. 
If gold can be obtained from abroad by high 
interest, the bank means to have it. In- 
evitably, a strained position crushes stock-ex- 
change business and all last week, the poor 
fellows in the markets tried to keep their 
spirits. up by amusements. ‘But for larking 
jokes, some of us would soon go mad’ 
is the remark one often heard stock brokers 
make in times like these. All thoughts are 
now bent on settlement, commencing tomor- 
row, and fears of trouble in more than 
one quarter are entertained. Except in the 
Westralian section there is not much to be 
afraid of because the wide «indefinite public 
are the losers, not the market, in most other 
directions. Losses that are rpread thin make 
much misery unseen, but seldom a great noise 
or a big explosion. In the Westralian group, 
however, the manipulated gamble of old 
standing. shows signs of breaking down, and 
I should not be surprised to see bad failures 
there furnishing plenty of raw material for 
moralists. As weeks pass the strain of dear 
money is sure to bring to licht other weak- 
nesses on a larger scale. 
Glasgow corporation is keeping going by the 
help of accommodation bills discounted at 5 
per cent., and New South Wales is demanding 
4, 000,000 on bills, Nalf for the renewal of the 
old floating debt, half for a new. It cannot 
get money under 5 ner cent., and for the next 
thrée months might touch little ‘at that. For 
these samples judge the lot and multinly by 
the known commitments and necessities of the 
civilized world, busy enlarging its producing 
powers, and the cost of the South — Afriean- 
war, now estimated at £50,000.000, and then 
judge the courage required to be cheerfully 
confident of money at 4 per cent. again before 
three months Are over. Et is the multitude 
of urgent and hungry borrowers of the types 
just named that are going to give our banks 
their hardest job.""

The happy plan of having him wel- 
comed by the ministers of other de- 
nominations was happily carried out. 
After half an hour of hand-shaking, 
in which representatives of nearly all 
the churches, including Father Far- 
Felly, participated, a programme of ad- 
dresses and music came off, with. Bap- 
tist welcome, Universalist welcome, 
Presbyterian welcome, Congregation- 
alist welcome, Salvation Army wel- 
come, Y.M.C.A. welcome, Burdette’s 
own welcome, and Dr. Crawford’s non- 
pareil welcome. 

President J. D. Gaylord of the board 
of trustees of the church, was the pre- 
siding officer. Rev. E. L. Conger, D.D., 
welcomed Mr. Conner in behalf of the 
Universalist State Convention, speak- 
ing of the nature and surroundings of 
the work in Pasadena, and suggesting 
that. the new minister’s labors would 
extend beyond the geographical bounds 


of the city. Rev. Robert J. Burdette 


was introduced to give a ‘‘Welcome to 
Pasadena,” and the event proved that 
he was at his aptest and wittiest, tick- 
ling up bubble after bubble of laughter 
in the big congregation, Addressing 
the newcomer he said: 

“I might greet you with the question 
which the sailors—seeing there was a 
Stranger on board the ship, and him a 
preacher, put to Jonah—‘What is thine 
occupation and whence.comest thou? 
‘What is thy country, and of what peo- 
ple art thou?’ But you come to us in 
fair weather, on a good tide, with a 
pleasant breeze, and with the sunshine 
on the lee; and the city to which you 
are come is neither so great nor yet so 
wicked as Nineveh; moreover, we know 
your occupation, for you area preacher, 
like ourselves; and -we know your peo- 
ple that they are Universalists. So 
these questions are out of order. 

“You are the youngest of your breth- 
ren who keep their flocks here in Do- 
than, so I might say of you, ‘Behold, 
_ this dreamer cometh;’ but then, to 
carry out the context, we would have 
to put you in a hole, which is as far 
from our intention-as it is beyond our 
ability. [Laughter.] 

“IT. might greet you as Abraham, 
called to come into ‘a place which he 
should afterward receive for an inheri- 
tance, going out, not kndwing whither 
he went, by faith sojourning in a land 
of promise,’ only, as there were none 
to welcome Abraham save the heathen 
Canaanites, that figure would not be 
complimentary to the inhabitants of 
the land. [Laughter.] 

‘Well, then as a dweller in the tents 
of this, goodly land, to which you are 
come, most cordially do I bid you wel- 
come in the words of Laban—and glad, 
indeed, are we all that it is Isaac him- 
self, and not his messenger whom we 
welcome—‘Come in, thou blessed of the 
_ Lord.” And most gadly do we more 
than’ double the welcome for Rebekah, 
who comes with you to this land of 
promise, and whom we greet with the 
old blessing that followed Rebekah 
from her father’s house. ‘Thou art our 
sister; be thou the mother of thous- 
ands of millions, and let thy children 
possess the gates of them that hate 
thee.’ We welcome you to a field 
where Christian service and Christian 
fellowship is deeper than a Baptistery, 
- broader than the confession of faith, 
higher than the book of discipline. 

‘We welcome you to a ministry of 
care that will wring your heart; of 
joy that will make your soul break 
forth into singing. We welcome you to 
a ministry of sorrow, and to the com- 
radeship of merry hearts that will do 
your life good like 4 medicine. We 
welcome you to darkened rooms where 
pain and loneliness wait for your 
words of comfort and strength, and 
we welcome you to sunny meadows 
that laugh and dimple under the kisses 
of June breezes in December. We wel- 
come you to a ministry of humanity, 
with all its varying needs and moods 
and all its manifold infirmities. We 
pray you to make for yourself and 
your people a glorious place in this 
goodly land without driving the rest 
of us out. We hope that your diges- 
tion will triumphantly endure the long 
course of welcoming banquets; that 
you may be wisely led in making cor- 
rect comments on the family photo- 
graphs; that you will always praise 
the right baby, and not the one from 
the next house that has strayed into 
the parlor unbidden. [Great laughter.] 

“Again and most cordially, in behalf 
of your fellow-laborers in the gospel, 
and in the name of Pasadena, which 
includes ‘the strangers’ scattered 
‘throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappado- 
cia, Asia, and Bithynia,’ I extend to 
you and yours a welcome—sincere, ear- 
nest, heartfelt Christian. [Applause.] 

When it came Dr. Crawford's turn, 
he explained that he was not a mem- 
ber of any church, as he belonged to 
the presbytery and was amenable to 
them. He had no pulpit, no con- 
stituency. “I’m a unit,’’ he said, “all 
by myself—or you might call me an 
ecclesiastical cipher. I was laid on the 
shelf many years ago, but they rolled 
me off for this occasion.”” The doctor 
went on to say that he was not much 
of a theologian. “I don’t know the 
difference between a Universalist and 
a Unitarian. I don’t know ‘which is 
switch’ as was said of the woman's 
hair.” This caught the audience,. but 
what jollied them most was _ the 
venerable preacher’s reiteration that 
he was not a politician, either! 

Having no church and no pulpit, and 
being a sort of theological and politi- 
cal orphan, the doctor added that all 
he could do was to welcome the new 
minister to his home on Euclid avenue 
and all it contained. He assured his 
Universalist brother that he had a 
good library and was welcome to the 
use of it; especially the works of John 
Calvin and Jonathan Edwards. [Ap- 

lause. 
Mastin spoke for the Salvation 
Army. Secretary C. H. Parsons said 
a few words, for the Y.M.C.A. Rev. 
H. T. Staats paid a tribute to Father 
Throop, the founder of the Pasadena 
Universalist Church. He _ said the 
most charming qualities of his char- 
acter were his simplicity, his catho- 
licity and his devout faith in Christ. 
He assured the new pastor that he 
and his church would prosper if they 
should take up and carry on the work 
in the spirit of Father Throop. Mr. 
Staats was exceedingly clever in his 
humorous reminiscences and good-na- 
tured hits on. the various denomina- 
tions. 

In replying to these cordial words of 
welcome, Rev. Mr. Conner said he felt 
like. one standing. in the presence of

his answered prayers:~He thanked the 
brother ministers and the people most 
heartily. “Our common work calls for 
this getting together,” said he. ‘“‘When 
we are working in a common cause, 
Mr. Con- 
ner raised a laugh by telling the secret 
of how he secured his Waltham pas- 
torate. The Waltham brethren were 
very cautious and wrote a letter of 
inquiry to one of the trustees of the 
Gardner church, over which he had 
been settled. It happened that the 
committee wrote to the trustee who 
chanced to be the papa of the young 
lady who was to become Mrs. Conner;

QUARREL SETTLED WITH A FATAL 
BULLET AT VALLEVISTA. 


George Warner Shot and Killed by 
Vernon Shears, Who is Held for 
Wilful Murder—Excitement in the 
Community and More Trouble 
Looked For—Examination Today. 


RIVERSIDE, Dec. 
Correspondence.}] Vallevista, a_ little 
town about five miles from San Ja- 
cinto, is greatly wrought up over a 
fatal shooting, which occurred Sunday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. George War- 
ner, aged 23 years, is the victim, and 
Vernon Shears, only 19 years old, his 
Slayer. It appears that the young 
men had quarreled on previous occa- 
sions, and when they met on Sunday 
at the home of W. Magraw, the trouble 
broke out afresh. Shears, it seems, 
had made a displeasing remark about 
a young lady connected with the War- 
ner family, and young Warner called 
him to account. Before many words 
had passed Shears’ struck Warner 
with a whipstock. Warner wrested 
this from Shears and* returned the 
blow, whereupon the latter secured a 
Winchester rifle and fired, the ball 
taking effect above the heart, killing 
Warner instantly. Shears went to 
San Jacinto after the shooting and 
gave himself up to the authorities. 
The parties belong to good families. 

Coroner Dickson¥y and ~ Dist.-Atty. 
Evans conducted an inquest in the 
case today, near Hemet, and the jury 
rendered a verdict to the effect that 
Warner's death resulted from a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by Shears. The 
prisoner was held for wilful murder. 
and the preliminary examination will 
be held tomorrow at San Jacinto. 

Great excitement—prevails the 
community where the’ shooting oc- 
curred, and more trouble is anticipated 
by those who are acquainted with both 
families. Considerable. difficulty was 
experienced after the killing in pre- 
venting a clash between relatives of 
the young men, which would, it is be- 
lieved, have resulted in more blood- 
shed.

LESSONS IN FINANCE. 


SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS PLAN 
GIVEN A HEARING. 


City Board of Education Listens to an 
Explanation of the Scheme, Which 
is Designed to Instil 
Economy. 


H. Braly Tells of the Inception, 


Growth, Aims and Objects of the 
Movement to Teach to Earn 
and Save. 


Theatrical Performance to Be Given as 
a Class Exercise—Coming Teach- 
ers’ Institute—Bills Or- 
dered Paid, 


School savings banks, the new educa- 
tional force and reform which is ap- 
parently fast gaining in favor in this 
of an in- 
structive article read by John H. Braly, 
president of.the Southern California 
Savings Bank, at the meeting of the 
Board of Education. last evening. 

For some time past President C. C. 
Davis and other members of the board 
have agitated the matter of establish- 
ing a school savings bank system in 
the public schools of the city, on lines 
similar to those now in vogue in sev- 
eral of the large eastern cities, and in 
Europe. Responding to an invitation, 
Mr. Braly, who has made a careful 
study of the subject, explained last 
evening the various points in favor of 
such a system. 

In brief, a school savings bank sys- 


tem consists of teachers in a school 


taking up a weekly savings from the 
children of her school, and depositing 
them in a savings bank to the credit of 
the pupils. In reviewing the subject, 
the speaker said in part: 

“School savings banks had their be- 
ginning in France over fifty years ago. 
Little attention was given to the sub- 
ject, however, until much later, when 
Prominent educators of European 
countries took up the movement, and 
Started the system in France, Germany, 
Switzerland, Italy, Denmark, Russia 
‘and England. France now has over 
30,000 schools using the system, with 
over half a million children with de- 
posit books opened in their own names, 
with £.15,000,000 deposits. France re- 

gards this practical education in econ- 
omy, thus equalizing of wealth, as one 
, of her important reform factors. Mme. 
Carnot, wife of the French President. 

gave a Christmas entertainment to 400 
of the poorest schoo! children of Paris, 
and gave each child a deposit book 
With a credit of f.10. 

“Pope Leo, on a jubilee occasion, gave 
a deposit book with a credit of f.100 to 
each boy and girl in a certain district 
born on New Year's day. Thus ‘ig 
shown the appréciation of«*the church 
and state of the system as a beneficent 
reform force for the children of their 
| countries. The system has grown rap- 
| idly in most of the European countries 
and England and is still growing. 

IN THE UNITED STATES. 

“In 1885 the system was. started in 
the schools of Long Island. From that

All commended the system strongly as 
being one of the very best educational 
and economical measures that can be 
put into our schools. Permit me_ to 
read you an extract from the letter of 
F. J. Maybury of Grand Rapids. 

“We started it in a year of consid- 
erable financial deptession, which, un- 
fortunately, had been succeeded by a 
still greater increase each year. Yet, 
as I had fought almost single handed 
for. three years before getting a fa- 
vorable report from the board, I 
deemed it advisable to start it then 
and trust to good fortune for its suc- 
cess in hard times. 

“We first started it in four. build- 
ings, one in each quarter of the city. 
These had a total enrollment of 1681 
pupils, of which 1136 became depositors, 
and the first eight collections amounted 
to $558.70.

First. the anvprobation 
and authorization of the Board § of 
second, the hearty approval 
of all the teachers; third, the coépera- 
tion of some savings bank. If the sys- 
tem can have the first I feel sure it 
can have the other two. Then the dis- 
tribution of a few facts in regard to 


literature, or, still better. thrqugn the 
newspapers of the city, the work is 
sure to win the desired support of the 
community. In other cities and towns 
the banks have usually furnished all 
the necessary books and literature. 
“After careful investigation I am 
firmly of the opinion that the school 
savings banks put into our schools and 


faithfully operated, which I know they 


would be by our intelligent, earnest, | 
progressive and loyal school officers: 
and teachers, will prove a powerful | 


agent for good in this city. Give to our) 
children practical education, moral, in- 
dustrial and economical, and you will | 
begin to lessen crime and pauperism. | 
Educate and train the non-producing | 
classes to become producers, and you} 
improve the entire community. How to’ 
raise our community to a higher des- 
tiny is a question of much moment to 
every good citizen. The adult pauper 
and spendthrift is beyond the reach of 
educational forces and without hope, 
but the children can be as readily and 
indelibly impressed with the principles 
and hahit of economy as with arith- 
metic and geography.”
